45 Athletes Sail for Winter 
Sports Program in Ger­ 
many Next Month. 


New York, Jan. 4 <AP>.—Coining 
as an afterm ath to the bitter, unsuc­ 
cessful fight to keep the United 
States from 
participating 
in the 
Olympic games In G erm any this 
year, forty-five athletes, wearing the 
Olympic shield, sailed in the United 
States liner M anhattan Friday to 
take part in the international win­ 
ter sports program at G arm isch-Par- 
tenkirchen. 
The departure of the speed skat­

squads was without untow ard inci­ 
dent. 
Reports of possible- dem on­ 
strations by anti-nazi and Olympic- 
boycott groups failed to m aterialize, 
but a movement for a counter Olym­ 
pic competition was announced by 
Samuel K, Macabee, chairm an of 
the move-the-Olympics committee 
and organizer of "the 
American 
Good-will Athletic Union to Pre­ 
serve the Olympic Ideal, Inc.” 
New Move Underfoot 
"Negotiations are under way with 
representatives of powerful groups, 
both here and abroad, who are ex­ 
pected to provide facilities for the 
international good will athletic car­ 
nival next summer and in the winter 
of 1937,” said M acca bee. "The soci­ 
ety hopes to hold such alternate 
games annually. 
Unlike the Olym­ 
pics. the good-will sum m er and win-

ter games probably will be awarded 
to two different countries.”
